THE BAR OF TWILIGHT 
I 
WONDER to how many that choicest of 
all hours of the day—Twilight, comes as 
a benediction to the day and an overture 
to the night? 
That brief spell when the 
heavens begin to draw their draperies—and 
give to the night its first star! 
No other period of the day confines so 
much poetry, so much sentiment, so much 
peace and beauty. 
Its language is silence. 
And in silence we put our dreams into its 
chorus of color. 
I do not believe with many that this Twi­ 
light time is one of melancholy meditation. 
To me it is one of sober delight—a time of 
rapid appraisement and prayer for peace in 
the heart.

Lights in 
scattered homes begin to appear.

It is not even
